It’s the true test of a speaker system—a 
side-by side comparison. Sound engineers 
call it an ‘A-B’ test. I’ve taken partin quite a 
few of them. They really are a lot of fun. 

Unfortunately, most of you DAKonians 
probably don’t often get the opportunity 
to experience a real ‘A-B’ test. 

Therefore, you haven't had a chance to 
hear the incredible difference between this 
dbx satellite/subwoofer system and the 
other more expensive (but, to my ears, not 
as good) systems. That’s the reason I’m set- 
ting up DAK’s ‘Speaker Challenge’. 

In addition to the over 16,000 DAKonians 
who are already thrilling to this system’s 
awesome wide-dispersion sound in your 
homes, 50 DAKonians will judge for them- 
selves if any of the following systems can 
even hold a candle to this dbx system:

tition-blasting sound quality of this dbx sys- 
tem for yourself, in your own listening room. 

Within minutes of hooking up the sys- 
tem to your components, you'll discover 
that the dbx Satellite/Subwoofer System 
($249) delivers its awesome audiophile- 
stunning sound for a lot less than other 
systems costing much, much more. 

But, for me, their incredible sound is even 
more fantastic than their price. And, I’m not 
alone in my opinion. 

Here at DAK, 9 out of 10 people who’ ve 
taken a (semi-scientific) ‘blind’ A-B test pit- 
ting the dbx system against three other 
top-name systems have chosen the dbx sys- 
tem as the best-sounding.

MYTH 1 EXPLODED 

You may have heard this one: “You have 
to have big speakers to get great sound.”

range composes 90% of the music you hear. 
So each dbx satellite speaker was painstak- 
ingly engineered with an ultra-efficient 
midrange driver and tweeter. 

The 4%” midrange driver is designed to 
effortlessly reproduce all the frequencies 
between 180Hz and 4,000Hz with stun- 
ning clarity and unmatched brilliance. 

Its secret is a special carbon filling. The 
filling effectively deadens and stiffens the 
driver’s cone. So distortion from ‘standing 
waves’ (undesirable audio signals caused 
by the flexing of the driver) is, for all practi- 
cal purposes, completely eliminated. 

So, possibly for the first time, you'll ex- 
perience the thrilling realism of truly 
distortion-free midrange from all your 
tapes, albums and CDs.

Through its see-through case, I saw 
tiny wheels turning, gears meshing and 
levers oscillating back and forth. Plus, I 
saw microscopic springs, shining bridges 
and glistening jewels. It was fascinating. 

He must have noticed me staring because 
suddenly he smiled, walked over to his 
desk and pulled two watches virtually iden- 
tical to his own from the top drawer. 

He handed them to me and said, “Both 
of these watches have precision 17-jewel 
movements, scratch-resistant crystals and 
genuine leather bands.” 

“The difference,” he continued, ‘‘is that 
one watch has a Swiss-made movement

I laid them side by side and examined 
them carefully. I immediately saw some 


minor cosmetic differences. And, I could 
tell from the way the tiny gears precisely 
meshed that both were expertly crafted.
